PLAYS MAJOR PART 


.Mounted Men In LurRCst Xumbcrs

With the British Armies on the 


Picardy front, August 12—(night) 
—The exploits of the British cavalry 
in the present Allied offensive forms 
one of the most striking chapters of 
the war. 
Also it was 
one 
of -'the 


-largest and most spectacular. 


One 
British 
horse brigade cap- 


tured a German hospital with 
the 


complete staff and a train filled with 
400 soldiers, returning on leave of 
absence. 
This brought the total of 


prisoners captured by this unit up to 
1,100. 


In addition to a village. 
large 


amount of artillery was taken after 
giving invaluable aid to the infantry 
advance. 


A British cavalry division operat- 


ing with, an Australian Corps, 
<ul- 


Yirncine beyond the ground gainel 
in Thursday's attack and opening a 
new assault 
One brigade of cavalry 


advanced 
north 
of 
the 
Amiens 


Chaulnes railroad, while two 
other 


pushed ahead to the south as soon as 
the infantry had attained the sec- 
ond objectives and had captured the 
old Amien's line of defense, includ- 
ing Harbonnieres, Cain and 
a few 


ether towns. 


The cavalry held 
the 
advanced 


positions until the infantry caught 
up. 


Light forces of foot soldiers sup- 


ported the advance 
in the 
early 


stages 
but 
the cavalry soon swept 


beyond their influence. 


Another brigade of 
cavalry dis- 


tinguished itself thanks to 
the 
sa- 


gacity of a brigadier general, who 
dispatched two squadrons to sur- 
round Harbonnieres. 
These 
squad- 


rons upon reaching the northern and 
southern outskirts of the village en- 
countered violent machine gun fire. 
but reported they were able to hold 
on. the typography being favorable. 


The general, seeing an opportun- 


ity, sent a reserve regiment of cav- 
alry north of Harbonnieres with or- 
ders to push on to Vauvillers. leav- 
ing the original squadrons on the 
outskirts of Harbonnieres. 


The plan was a success. 
The cav- 


alry reached Vauvillers,' leaving- 
a 


squadron north of the 
village 
to 


guard the flank, while another was 
sent to the district between Vauvil- 
lers and Riancourt. 


It was tjhis latter squadron which 


captured the German train bearing 
400 soldiers. 
The dash was carried 


out in the wildest fashion 
as 
the 


horsemen charged down on the sta- 
tion. Tien some British riders mov- 
ed off marching the captives to the 
prison corral like sheep. 


Not a shot was fired and scarcely, 


an oath was shouted. 
The prisoners 


shook hands with each other in high 
glee when they found that they were 
out of the war. 


Three Boches crews 
of "Seventy 


Sevens" eagerly surrendered to the 
British. 


A stray German general organized 


a detachment of stragglers 
in "the 


.woods, where, with machine 
guns, 


they were forced by a handful 
of 


British horsemen to abandon their 
batteries. 


All of this was accomplished with 


only about one hundred 
casualties 


and the loss of one hundred horses. 


The troopers seized enough Boche 


horses to make good about half of. 
their losses.

was adopted by congress 136 years 
ago.

Sir John Prestwich, an eminent Eng- 
lish antiquary, to John Adams, th°a

and was formally accepted by 


congress on Tune 20, 1782. It Is com- 
posed of a spread eagle, bearing on its

branch and IS arrows, symbolic of 
both peace and war.
